Order of Servtee 


While the choir and clergy pass in procession from the 
west door to the chancel, the congregation shall stand and sing 


All people that on earth do dwell, 
Sing to the Lord with cheerful voice ; 
Him serve with fear, His praise forth tell, 
Come ye before Him, and rejoice. 


The Lord, ye know, is God indeed, 
Without our aid He did us make; 

We are His flock, He doth us feed, 
And for His sheep He doth us take. 


O enter then His gates with praise, 
Approach with joy His courts unto; 

Praise, laud, and bless His name always, 
For it is seemly so to do.

The Minister shall then say the following sentences. 


All the kings of the earth shall praise thee, O Lord: for 
they have heard the words of thy mouth. Yea, they shall sing 
in the ways of the Lord: that great is the glory of the Lord.

By the wisdom of God kings reign, and princes decree 
justice. By the wisdom of God princes rule, and nobles, even 
all the judges of the earth. 


Proverbs 8 vs. 15 and 16. 


Honour all men. Love the brotherhood. Fear God. Honour 
the King. 
1 Peter 2 v. 17. 


Then shall be sung the psalms following. 


Psalm 21 vs. 1-7. 13 


The King shall rejoice in thy strength, O Lord: exceeding 
glad shall he be of thy salvation. 


Thou hast given him his heart’s desire: and hast not denied 
him the request of his lips. 


For thou shalt prevent him with the blessings of goodness: 
and shalt set a crown of pure gold upon his head. 


He asked life of thee, and thou gavest him a long life: 
even for ever and ever. 


His honour is great in thy salvation: glory and great 
worship shalt thou lay upon him. 


For thou shalt give him everlasting felicity: and make him 
glad with the joy of thy countenance. 


And why? because the King putteth his trust in the Lord: 
and in the mercy of the most Highest he shall not miscarry. 


Be thou exalted, Lord, in thine own strength: so will we 
sing, and praise thy power.

Then shall the congregation be seated, and the Minister 
shall read the Lesson, first saying. 


Hear the words of Holy Scripture, wherein are recorded 
the anointing of an earthly king and the glory of the 
Heavenly King. 


King David said, Call me Zadok the priest, and Nathan 
the prophet, and Benaiah the son of Jehoiada. And they came 
before the king. The king also said untothem, Take with you 
the servants of your lord, and bring Solomon my son down to 
the place of anointing: And let Zadok the priest and Nathan 
the prophet anoint him there king over Israel: and blow ye 
with the trumpet, and say God save the king. Then ye shall 
come up after him, that he may come and sit upon my throne; 
for he shall be king in my stead. So they went down and 
brought Solomon to the place of anointing. And Zadok the 
priest took an horn of oil out of the tabernacle, and anointed 
Solomon. And they blew the trumpet; and all the people said, 
God save the king. And all the people rejoiced with great joy. 


1 Kings 1 vs. 32-40 passim 


And the angel carried me away in the spirit to a great 
and high mountain, and shewed me that great city, the holy 
Jerusalem, descending out of heaven from God, having the 
glory of God: and her light was like unto a stone most 
precious. And I saw no temple therein: for the Lord God 
Almighty and the Lamb are the temple of it. And the city 
had no need of the sun, neither of the moon, to shine in it: 
for the glory of God did lighten it, and the Lamb is the light 
thereof. And the nations of them which are saved shall walk 
in the light of it: and the kings of the earth do bring their 
glory and honour into it. And the gates of it shall not be 
shut at all by day: for there shall be no night there. And 
they shall bring the glory and honour of the nations into it. 
And there shall in no wise enter into it anything that defileth, 
neither whatsoever worketh abomination, or maketh a lie: 
but they which are written in the Lamb’s book of life. 


Revelation ch. 21 vs. 10, 11, 22-27 
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The lesson being ended, the congregation shall stand and sing

The congregation being seated, the Bishop shall then say 
to the people. 


Beloved, we thank God that this day, in the Abbey Church 
of St. Peter at Westminster, our Sovereign Lord, King GEORGE, 
is anointed and crowned, and the Queen with him. 


And this is the manner of the Service that is there 
performed. 


I. First the Archbishop of Canterbury, divers great 
Officers of State going along with him, presents his Majesty to 
the people, that they may recognize him, and acclaim him by 
their voices as their King. 


II. Then the King takes a solemn Oath to govern his 
people according to the Laws and Customs of the Realm; to 
cause Law and Justice, in Mercy, to be executed in all his 
judgements; and to protect the Church. 


Ill. After this the Archbishop goes to the altar and begins 
the celebration of the Holy Eucharist, the most sacred rite of 
Christian worship. And when the congregation has joined in 
singing the Nicene Creed, there follows the Hallowing of the 

ing. 


First solemn prayer is offered for the presence and blessing 
of God the Holy Ghost, and then the King is anointed with 
holy Oil upon his hands, his breast, and his head, in the Name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: and the 
Archbishop says over him this benediction: 
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‘Our Lord Jesus Christ, the Son of God, who by his Father 
was anointed with the Oil of gladness above his fellows, by 
his holy Anointing pour down upon your Head and Heart the 
blessing of the Holy Ghost, and prosper the works of your 
Hands: that by the assistance of his heavenly grace you may 
preserve the people committed to your charge in wealth, peace, 
and godliness; and after a long and glorious course of ruling 
this temporal kingdom wisely, justly, and religiously, you may 
at last be made partaker of an eternal kingdom; through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.’ 


IV. Then is his Majesty invested with the Ensigns of his 
kingly state. First, he is clothed with royal vestments; and 
then he receives the Sword of Justice, brought from the Altar 
of God, and delivered to him by the hands of the Bishops; and 
when he is girded therewith, the Archbishop says: 


‘With this Sword do justice, stop the growth of iniquity, 
protect the holy Church of God, help and defend widows and 
orphans, restore the things that are gone to decay, maintain 
the things that are restored, punish and reform what is amiss, 
and confirm what is in good order: that doing these things 
you may be glorious in all virtue; and so faithfully serve our 
Lord Jesus Christ in this life, that you may reign for ever with 
him in the life which is to come.’ 


Then the King, rising from the chair of his Coronation, 
ungirds his Sword, and going to the Altar, offers it there to 
God from whom he has received it. 


After this the Armill and the Royal Robe are put upon 
him, with the prayer that the Lord his God may endue him 
with knowledge and wisdom, with majesty and with power 
from on high; that the Lord may embrace him with his mercy 
on every side, and clothe him with the robe of righteousness 
and with the garments of salvation. 


Then the Orb with the Cross is given into his hand with 
these words: ‘When you see this Orb thus set under the 
Cross, remember that the whole world is subject to the Power 
and Empire of Christ our Kedeemer.’ 


Then he receives the Ring, the ensign of kingly dignity 
and of defence of the Catholic Faith; and the Archbishop says: 

“As you are this day solemnly invested in the government 
of this earthly kingdom, so may you be sealed with that Spirit 
of promise, which is the earnest of an heavenly inheritance, 
and reign with him who is the blessed and only Potentate, to 
whom be glory for ever and ever. Amen.’ 


Next he receives the Sceptre with the Cross, the ensign of 
kingly power and justice; and the Sceptre with the Dove, the 
rod of equity and mercy, with this injunction : 
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‘Be so merciful that you be not too remiss; so execute 
justice that you forget not mercy. Punish the wicked, protect 
and cherish the just, and lead your people in the way wherein 
they should go.’ 


And then the Crown is brought from the Altar after prayer 
to God; and the Archbishop reverently puts it upon the King’s 
head. And the people at the sight thereof with loud and 
repeated shouts cry, GOD SAVE THE KING. And after that, 
the Archbishop goes on and says: 


‘God crown you with a crown of glory and righteousness, 
that by the ministry of this our benediction, having a right 
faith and manifold fruit of good works, you may obtain the 
crown of an everlasting kingdom by the gift of him whose 
kingdom endureth for ever. Amen.’ 


Last of all, the Holy Bible is brought from off the Altar, 
niet delivered to the King by the Archbishop and Bishops with 
the words: 


‘Our gracious King: we present you with this Book, the 
most valuable thing that this world affords. Here is wisdom ; 
this is the royal Law; these are the lively Oracles of God.’ 


V. The King having been thus anointed and crowned, and 
having received all the ensigns of royalty, the Archbishop 
solemnly blesses him, and with him all his people; and every 
part of the Benediction is followed with a loud and hearty 
Amen. 


VI. And after this the King goes to his Throne, and is 
placed therein, with the prayer that God will establish his 
Throne in righteousness, that it may stand fast for evermore: 
and the Bishops, the Princes, and the other Peers do their 
homage to his Majesty. 


VIL Then follows the solemn anointing and crowning of 
her Majesty the Queen: and after that, the King and Queen 
draw near to God’s Holy Table to receive the Holy Communion, 
putting off their crowns before the Altar. 


At the end of this great and solemn Service, the TE 
DEUM is sung, as a hymn of praise to Almighty God, who has 
shewn mercy to our Sovereign and his people, in thus setting 
him on the Throne of his ancestors. Pray we _ therefore, 
brethren, both now and in the days to come, that the same 
Lord God Almighty will by the continual assistance of his 
heavenly grace enable him to fulfil the high responsibility of 
his sacred trust. : 
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The congregation shall then stand and sing 


The King, O God, his heart to thee upraiseth; 

With him the nation bows before thy face; 

With high thanksgiving thee thy glad Church praiseth, 
Our strength thy truth, our trust and hope thy grace. 


Unto great honour, glory undeserved, 

Hast thou exalted us, and drawn thee nigh; 

Nor, from thy judgements when our feet had swerved, 
Didst thou forsake, nor leave us, Lord most high. 


Us now, we pray, O God, in anger scorn not, 
Nor to vainglorying leave, nor brutish sense: 
In time of trouble thy face from us turn not, 
Who art our Rock, our stately sure defence. 


Unto our minds give freedom and uprightness; 

Let strength and courage lead o’er land and wave; 
To our souls’ armour grant celestial brightness, 
Joy to our hearts, and faith beyond the grave. 


Our plenteous nation still in grace extending, 
Increase our joy, uphold us by thy Word;

Spirit of thy holy fear, now and for ever. Amen.

V. Send him help from thy holy place; 
R. And evermore mightily defend him. 


O God, the crown of the faithful; Bless, we beseech thee, 
and sanctify thy servant GEORGE our King: and as thou dost 
this day set a Crown of pure gold upon his head, so enrich his 
royal heart with thine abundant grace, and crown him with 
all princely virtues; Let thy wisdom be his guide, and let 
thine arm strengthen him; let truth and justice, holiness and 
righteousness, peace and charity, abound in his days. Direct 
all his counsels and endeavours to thy glory, and the welfare 
of his subjects; give us grace to obey him cheerfully for 
conscience sake, and let him always possess the hearts of his 
people; let his reign be long and prosperous, and crown him 
with everlasting life in the world to come; through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.

Then shall the congregation say together the General 
Thanksgiving. 


Almighty God, Father of all mercies, We thine unworthy 
servants do give thee most humble and hearty thanks for all 
thy goodness and loving-kindness To us and to all men; We 
bless thee for our creation, preservation, and all the blessings 
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of this life; And particularly this day for that thou dost shew 
mercy to thine anointed servants, our King and our Queen, 
And dost give them to us thy people, That under them we 
may lead a quiet and peaceable life in all godliness and 
honesty. Above all we thank thee for thine inestimable love 
In the redemption of the world by our Lord Jesus Christ; For 
the means of grace, And for the hope of glory. And, we 
beseech thee, give us that due sense of all thy mercies, That 
our hearts may be unfeignedly thankful, And that we shew 
forth thy praise, Not only with our lips, but in our lives; By 
giving up ourselves to thy service, And by walking before thee 
in holiness and righteousness all our days; through Jesus 
Christ our Lord, to whom with thee and the Holy Ghost be all 
honour and glory, world without end. Amen. 


And the Bishop shall add this prayer. 


Almighty God, who dost this day pour out upon our King 
and Queen the abundance of thy grace and dost hallow them 
with the anointing of thy Holy Spirit; So rule our lives by the 
same Spirit, that all our thoughts, desires and acts being made 
obedient unto thee, we may ever be good citizens of our 
Nation and Empire and faithful members of thy heavenly 
Kingdom; through thy Son our Lord Jesus Christ, to whom 
with thee and the Holy Spirit be all honour and glory, world 
without end. Amen. 


And the Blessing. 


Go forth into the world in peace; be of good courage; 
hold fast that which is good; render to no man evil for evil; 
strengthen the faint-hearted; support the weak; help the 
afflicted; honour all men; and, as this day you serve with joy 
your earthly King, so also love and serve the Lord, the heavenly 
King, rejoicing in the power of the Holy Spirit.
